%7 was runping ot the rate of twonty-five
milos an bour, and No. §at tho rate of filty
miles an bour,

The fiyver had two eneines, one eing
mogul, aud a snow plow nhond, and conse-
quentiy could not see the traln aheond, The
snow plow englne drove under soveral of

the reur ears of the freight train,
sweeping  from the  under sida  of
them six pairs of trucks, bending

up the steel ralls as though they were lead,
and pltching six of the cars to the nght and®
left,  "The last car injured scooted upon the
top of the spow-plow and the engine and
stoyed up there losded with eattle, The en-
gineer of the front engine nover loft his seat,
and escaped unhurt; his fireman also escaped
by jumping out, lghting on his hoad io a
snow bk,

The next engine, a mogul, was thrown
about twenty-five foet sidewlse and fell on
{15 side, The ongineer, John G, Hoberts, of
Plattsmouth, was fnstantly killed by belng
eanght between the ongine nnd the tender.
His lower extromitios and body being literally
mashed. Has right hnnd, as he lay dead undey
b engine, was graspiog the back sido or
the stenm guaage, 1t will be lnipossible to re-
cover hiv body nutil the wrecking wmon, who
are on the ground working ke beavers, get
the engine raised up.

Honry Uldell, the: firoman of this engine,
wis in the rear of the tender firing and  was
canght by the coul and buriea up by it to lis
hips and was badly burned by the escaping
steim,  His lower extremitios are lterally
cooked, nlso his nrms, shoulder and back. Heo
is suflering from the shock, but a reaction
has setin and he is comfortabls under large
hypodermic doses of morphine,  He bhas beon
sent to Omaha,

Dr. Clark, the company’s surgeon, was
brought to the scene of the wreck and gave
the necessary nasistonce snd care W the ln-
jured fireman,

Buth the dend engineer nud the injured
firemon are marriod, but have no children,

Oue of tho steors wis traveliog around
while n plece of sliver wius sticking through
him. He was afterwands shot by the pas-
scngers, An apron weos temporarily con-
structed of ties and the cuttle that were inthe
car o top of the engine wore haulod out on it
and tumbled down tw the ground., It was o
povel sight to see a carof cattle more than
twonty-five feet from the ground and on top
of the augine,

The sccidont appears to have resulted
from the giving of n wrong order by the train
disputcher,

At the time of the ocourrence of the neel-
dont the wind and snow were blowing a ealc
and it was impossible for the men onthe
snow plow to see anything abead of thom, If
the acvident had en ‘)Iu a few minutes
soonsy the traln would have besn &l a deap
ravine and the loss of life woild have been
vocessarily fightful. As itis it wasa very

Heory Udell, the fireman, died nbout 8
o'clock last t|lgfnt ot the wayto Omaha, a
fow moments before the teain reached Lin-
coln. His remains were taken off the train
and taken toan undertaker's,

The remains of the engineer, J. J. Roberts
wore also taken from tho teain at Lincolo and
removed to the undertaker's,

Roberts tved at Plattsmouth and Udell
lived In Omaha. The remalns of each will
ba sent bowe when the undertaker has pre-
pared the bodies for shipment,

FATAL WRECK IN WISCONSIN.

One Man Killed, Another Fatally
Hurt, and Others Injarvoed,

Raaive, Wis,, March &5, —The northbound
Chicago & Northwestern teain, known as the
Green Bay & Murinette oxpress, and o Mil-
wnakee freight train collided at Ruacine June-
tion this morning, eausing o loss of one life,
the fatal injury of one or more porsons and
serious injuries to half o dozen others, all em-
ployes of the company, The mall, baggage
and five frelght cars were burned, The
pecuniory loss is estimatod at 50,000,

The freight trealn, which wis a heavy one
and which was uvsually sidetracked st this
olnt, became unmanageable and erashed
nto the passenger,

Willis Aundrews of Fond du Lae, fireman
of the freight, was leilled,

Murtin Rue of Milwaukee, the freighl en-
ginecr, was probably fatally fnjuaeed,

Ex-Mayor Peywon Killed During a Fight
in a Gambling Den,

DOC MIDDLETON FATALLY WOUNDED.

Claims to Be the Noted Outlaw-—
The Result of a Game ol
Craps —A Big Snow
Storm,

Peyson immediately drew his revolver and
St Wilson sprang to ;:runqiu with him.
Stories differ as to what followed, but it
seoms  that Doo Middleton ran in to sop-
arate  the two, He almed & blow to
knock Peyson down, whereupon Poyson's
bartender, Jim Brown, ured at him, the ball
entering under the left arm and lodged some-
where inthe back. Wilson nnd Peyson con-
tinved their hand to hand encounter, When
the luttor was picked up he was found with n
holo punched through the back of his hend.
It was evidently made with the hammer of
the revolver with which Wilson repeatolly
beat him over the head. Peyvson was carvried
to his home and died therve this evenine.
